F. F. Neudoerfer Shot to Death 


in Reading by Negro. 


Reading, Pa., Jan. 7. — John D. 
Brooks, a negro, who was employed 
b> the Toledo Construction company, 
which has th e contract to repair the 
city’s asphalt paved streets, entered 
the office of the com pany in the Baer 
building and 
began a dispute with 
Frederick S. Neudoerffer, th e 
tim e 
keeper, as to the am ount of money due 
him. 
In his frenzied anger he pulled out 
a revolver and sent several bullets 
Into 
Mr. Neudoerffer’* body. 
Neu 
doerffer died fifteen m inutes after be 
ing shot. Ile never regained conscious- 
ne^s 
He had been shot in the head 
and n ear the heart. 
The n^gro ran down the stairway 
of the building 
and as soon as he 
reached the street was pursued by a 
large crowd. Four squares away, Just 
as the foremost had about reached 
him, the negro pulled out his revolver 
a 
i shot himself through the head. He 
dropped dead to the pavement. 
Mr Neudoerffer was one of the most 
popular citizens of Reading 
Rrooks 
cam e here a few weeks ago from Ja ck ­ 
sonville. Fla. 
It was learned later th a t the crowd 
in pursuit of Brooks was bent upcn 
lynching him. and that knowing this. 
he killed himself.

PISTOL 
FIGHT IN 
STREET 


Four Armed Men T ry to Hold Up 


Brooklyn Banking House and Two 


Are Captured After a Long Chase. 


New York. Jan. 7.—Four arm ed men 
attem pted to rob the private hank of 
II. Korn, at 1020 M anhattan avenue, 
Brook’yn. 
Zlgel Korn, a brother of the 
proprietor, was fatally shot. 
Zlgel was fatally shot In the bank­ 
ing office while he was struggling with 
robbers 
and 
trying to protect his 
brother’s money. 
T here was $8000 in 
gold and hills and silver on the coun­ 
ters and in the safe, and th e four 
thieves who went to the bank came 
pretty close to getting aw*ay with it. 
Two of them were run down by a 
crowd in the street and arrested by 
policemen, but the other two escaped. 
While Hym an was piling up gold in 
neat stacks on the counter within his 
cage, and Zigel was arranging heaps 
of Russian ruble notes and Austrian 
hills, two shabbily dressed men step­ 
ped in. 
The sm aller of the pair, a 
boyish looking 
fellow, motioned to 
Thom as Hollander, a clerk, and Hol­ 
lander cam e to a window of the grat­ 
ing 
He inquired how much he would 
have to pay for a steam ship ticket to 
Europe 
The clerk said that $35 was 
the least a ticket could he sold for. 
The boy stepped hack and whispered 
to his companion. 
Zigel Horn noticed 
that they w ere darting 
glances all 
about, sizing up the piles of money on 
the counters, so Zigel moved out from 
behind the grating and leaned against 
the counter. 
Suddenly the elder of the 
pair slipped a revolver out of his pock­ 
et, jum ped tow ard the window and 
said In very good English; "H ands up. 
We don’t want a steam ship ticket. W e 
want this money. Give It to us. or we 
will kill yon." 


Struggled W ith Robber. 


The revolver was pointed straight at 
Hollander, and he shot his hands up. 
but Zigel sprang for him, caught bim 
around the waist and legs and tried 
to throw him. 
They wrestled back­ 
ward and forward over the floor. Zigel 
trying to grab the hand that held the 
revolver, the thief trying to jam it 
against Zlgel's body. 
Finally he got 
the muzzle of It against K orn’s breast 
and fired. 
The bullet went Into the 
left breast, piercing a lung and tear­ 
ing an artery to pieces. Zig*-! slipped 
to the floor and lay there unconscious. 
Meanwhile the other, making no at­ 
tempt 
to 
shoot, 
thrust 
his 
hands 
through the window of the grating 
and snatehed at the piles of foreign 
hank hills. 
Hyman Korn 
who very 
hastily swept the pile of gold he had 
been counting into a draw er and lock­ 
ed the drawer, sprang forward to the 
grating and grabbed the thief’s hands. 
He did his hest to hold them tight, hut 
the man was too strong and broke 
awav. 
He ran for the door at the 
heels of the boy who had shot Zlgel. 
There had been two men outside on 
guard w'ho. when they heard the shot 
fired, drew revolvers and started on a 
run toward Green street. Away behind 
a doz* n men were m ining on the run, 
and the pair who had been standing 
guard for their confederates within 
the hank, stopped, wheeled around and 
began to pitch bullets at their pur­ 
suers. Having emptied their revolvers, 
the iialr darted 
Into 
Green street, 
tiirm-d down Huron street Into W est 
Street. 
The 
pursuers lost sight of 
them there and turned th e ir attention 
to the voting man who had shot Zigel 
Korn and his partner These had not 
been very far behind their sentinels 
and the crowd had a better chance to 
nab them. 
The second pair followed the trail 
of the first until they got to W est 
street, w here one of them turned off 
Into Eagle street He had his revolver 
In his hand, hut he made no attem pt to 
short! 
when 
Policeman 
Robinson 
sprinted up to him and tackled him on 
the 
fly. 
Both went to th e ground 
hard, hut Robinson had his fingers 
wound Into the crook’s collar and the 
race was over 
Policeman 
Graham 
chased the other man until he nailed 
him farther down the street A patrol 
wagon was called and th e pair con­ 
veyed to the station house 
The younger, the one who shot Zlgel 
Korn, gave his name as Lazana Ma 
dos. a Russian, seventeen years old. 
who said he had no home. The other 
said his nam e was John Fisher.

Tile federal au­ 
thorities are doing all iii their power 
to reduce the hisses from the disease, 
having found the fever can be eradi­ 
cated if the tick causing it eau be de­ 
stroyed, and It I* this phase of Hie 
campaign which I* at present occupy­ 
ing their energies. 


New York state has lately come into 
possession of a wild game farm near 
« the village of Sherburne, in tile Che­ 
nango valley, the English pheasant tie­ 
ing the variety at present raised. 
The 
preserve contains nisi acres, five of 
which have been In us** the past sea­ 
son. Inclosed with poultry netting nine 
feet high, with additional fine mesh 
netting at tile bottom and extending 
seven Inches into the ground as pro­ 
tection against 
minks, rats. skunks, 
etc. 
For the first six or seven week* 
the little birds are kept in yards IO by 
30 feet. 
One wing is then clipped, 
and they are allowed to roam in the 
larger tract. 
The hen pheasant lay* 
ul**ut thirty eggs In her wild state and 
sixty In confinement. 
The eggs re­ 
quire tw e n ty -eight days’ incubation, 
and Hie Job Is turn**! over to d*ici!e 
old Biddie*, who cover a clutch of 
from tw enty to thirty 
eggs. 
P ar­ 
tridge* of the American tyjsf are to t>e 
raised next year in addition to the 
pheasant*. 
The m anager of the farm 
says tile pheasant is more easily raised 
than the common domestic fowl and 
requires little care after it is Hire# 
weeks old. 
I'blat sa ut* are insectivo­ 
rous birds, almost entirely subsisting on 
bugs, worms, ants and other Insects, 
and luring especially fond of the potato 
beetle. 
It Costs but Cd) cents it year 
to keep a pair of them, while m ature 
bred* fetch from $2 to $3 |**r pair on 
the m arket, and a trio of prime birde 
will bring from $9 to $9 for breeding 
purpose*.
